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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 
37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no 
later than the payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 52. (Currently amended) A method of authenticating an anonymous user 
of a World-Wide-Web (WWW) site residing on a web server, said user requiring a web 
ID and a password to log on to said WWW site, said method comprising the steps: 
verifying the true identity of said anonymous user on a registration authority server; 
creating said web ID on said web server, said web server including de-identified personal 
information including medical information of said user; and creating said password on a 
certificate authority server; wherein said registration authority server, said web server, 
and said certificate authority server are operated separately from each other to 
-preserver — preserve anonymity of said user, whereby the only party which knows the 
true identity, web ID and password of the user is the user. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 51-53 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Applicant has claimed uniquely distinct features in the instant invention which 
are not found in the prior art either singularly or in combination of uploading to said 
second database associated with said web server de-identified personal information, 
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including medical information, of said users from said first database; uploading to said 
second database from a third database associated with a registration authority server 
anonymous IDs for each of said users; and indexing said de-identified personal 
information, including medical information, of said users in said second database by 
anonymous ID without providing indexing to said first database. And a method of 
creating said web ID on said web server, said web server including de-identified personal 
information including medical information of said user; and creating said password on a 
certificate authority server; wherein said registration authority server, said web server, 
and said certificate authority server are operated separately from each other to preserve 
anonymity of said user, whereby the only party which knows the true identity, web ID 
and password of the user is the user. These features are not found or suggested in the 
prior art. 

The closest prior art Illif discloses a conventional user being able to interact with 
one or more servers connected through a common gateway; either singularly or in 
combination fail to anticipate or render the above underline limitations obvious.
